THAT, WHEREAS, the Board of Public Works has heretofore

documents, together with his offer and terms therein fully

WHEREAS, the said contract documents accurately and fully 
describe the terms and conditions upon which the Contractor is 
willing to furnish the labor and equipment and perform the work 
called for by the said contract documents and.in the manner and 
time of furnishing and performing same. 

IT IS THEREFORE, AGREED: 

FIRST - That a copy of said contract documents filed as 
aforesaid be attached hereto and that the same do in all par¬ 
ticulars become the agreement and contract between the parties 
hereto in all matters and things set forth therein and described, 
and further, that both parties hereby accept and agree to the 
terms and conditions of said contract documents so filed, for the 
following; 

Installation of new street lighting in Southwood Park 
Addition for the bid of $61,698.00. 
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SECOND - The Contract Documents hereto annexed are made 
a part of this agreement and contract as fully and as absolutely 
as if herein set out in haee verba. 

THIRD - The unit prices agreed to in this contract will 
remain in effect until the work covered under this contract is 
completed. 

FOURTH - This contract is executed in duplicate. 

FIFTH - It is further stipulated that not less than the 
general prevailing rate of wages as ascertained by the City of 
Fort Wayne or the Indiana Department of Labor shall be paid to 
all workmen performing work on this contract. 

SIXTH - It is further stipulated that Contractor shall pay 
all lawful claims or indebtedness which may accrue, by operation 
of law and otherwise, to any persons, firm or corporation on 
account of any labor or service performed or material furnished 
or service rendered, in the carrying forward, performing, and 
completing of said contract including Subcontractors, laborers, 
materialmen, and those performing service on account of or 
directly in connection with the completion of said contract. 

SEVENTH - It is further stipulated that any judgement 
rendered against the City of Fort Wayne in any suits for damages 
for injury to real or personal property, or for any injury to 
real or personal property, or for any injury, sustained by any 
person growing out of any act or doing of Contractor, or its 
agents, employees or workmen and that any judgement of any court 
or award of any Board of Arbitratiors or of the State Industrial 
Board of the State of Indiana rendered against the City of Fort 
Wayne in any suit or claim arising under said Workmen's Com¬ 
pensation Acts, of the State of Indiana, now in force, relating 
to compensation for accidental injuries or death suffered by 
his employees or the employees of any Subcontractor or Subcon¬ 
tractors in the course of their employment, when notice of the 
pendency of such suit, hearing or arbitration shall have been 
given said Contractor, shall be conclusive against Contractor 
as to amount, liability and all other things pertaining thereto;
